Wise Taxpayers Won't Listen 
to Advice From the Tax-Free 


Hope Stor Endorses the Hot Springs Wagering Measure/ 


Amendment No. 55 


The political clergy and their pray- 


er-book the Arkansas Gazette are at- 
tempting to contuse the voters on 
Amendment No. 55, the Hot Springs 
Wagering bill which you will pass on 
at next luesday's general election. 


The political clergy say No. 55 is 


evil. Actually it is a tax measure. And 
on tax matters a smart people won't 
listen to advice from representatives 
of a tax-free institution. 


No. 55 is about the only tax mea- 


sure the Arkansas Gazette is opposed 
to -— and if history is any criterion it 
should warn you that the Gazette op- 
poses No. 55 because it prefers a dif- 
ferent tax — perhaps raising the sales 
levy from 3 to 4%. 


This is a factual discussion by an 


independent observer. The Arkansas 
Gazette attacks the so-called "Palmer 
chain" because it has newspapers in 
Hot Springs and is endorsing Amend- 
ment No. 55. I am 50-50 partner of 
the Palmers in Hope Star, have sole 
direction of it, and own no interest 
whatever in their papers in Hot Springs 
or elsewhere. Therefore 
I approach 


Amendment No. 55 with views that 
not only are independent but of long 
standing. 


When I came to Arkansas — April 


26, 1923, at El Dorado—there was 
open gambling in Hot Springs. It has 
never ceased in all the 41 years since, 
except for occasional election crises 
like the one today. Carl Bailey, a most 
able governor, once quarreled with the 
Garland county powers, but soon turn- 
ed the issue back to home rule. 


It goes without saying that there 


wouldn't be open gambling in Hot 
Springs without the consent of Gar- 
land county's voters. And the situation 
is pretty much the same in all the 
great tourist centers of the world — 
of which Hot Springs is one of the 
greatest.

Amendment No. 55 is permissive 


for Garland county, giving it the right 
to legalize gambling — but excluding 
the rest of the state. 


Are we a tolerant people,. willing 


to honor Hot Springs in what she calls 
a fight for her economic life — or 
do we propose to inflict our prejudices 
upon a neighbor, damaging her out- 
of-state trade and, to that extent, de- 
pressing the economic picture for all 
Arkansas? 


This is an adult question, to be 


settled by adults — and taxpayers.

Amendment No. 55 is merely a state 
revenue bill — and if you reject it 
don't'come crying to this editor when 
a painful new and different tax mea- 
sure comes over the horizon and grabs 
youn pockerbook. I would expect an 
attempt to increase the sales tax to

and on sales tax matters I 


have a public record of being an un- 
happy but eminently correct prophet. 


The betting issue is not new. In 


1956'Arkansas was confronted by two 
proposed constitutional amendments: 
No. 49, to prohibit pari-mutuel wag- 
ering on the horses; and No. 50, to 
grant the Oaklawn track what amount- 
ed to a perpetual franchise. I put this 
newspaper on the line against No. 49 
and for No. 50. 


The people of my county of Hemp- 


stead, voted 2,438

Hot Springs on both counts — and so

did the state at large by majorities of 
around 60,000. 


I am not a gambling man. But the 


evil in gambling is relative-— relative 
to knowing what you can afford to 
lose. If gambling is stupid, at least it- 
is no more stupid than I, a country 
editor living in a small city, would be 
in trying to tell a well-heeled vacation- 
er from Chicago how to spend his 
money in Hot Springs.

Orval E. Faubus staged the big 
show of his campaign Thursday 
night, but he read from an old 
script. 


The governor televised 
and 


broadcast 30 minutes of a rally 
at the Saline County Courthouse, 
but most of the charges he fired 
at Winlhrop Rockefeller have 
been fired before on the stump 
circuit. 


The only new material con- 


cerned the alleged desecration 
of.the Robinson Cemetery near 
Lonoke by employes of Rocke- 
feller's Southern Rice Division 
of Winrock Farms. 


Faubus said he had a letter 


from 0. S. Bowen, whom he did 
not identify, who wrote, Faubus 
said, that he was working at the 
farm when the cemetery was 
damaged in 1960.
